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American Animal Hospital Association Meeting 


The Sixteenth Annual meeting was held 
May 3-7, 1949, the Edgewater Beach Hotel, 
Chicago, Illinois. The attendance surpassed 
that any previous meeting. Twenty-eight 
Small Animal Hospitals were added the 
membership, nine which were from Cali- 
fornia. 

Highlights the program were: “Evalua- 
tion Methods Treatment Heartworm 
Dogs,” Dr. Otto, Parasitologist, John 
Hopkins University. Arsenamide Sodium has 
been found kill adult Dirofilaria immitis, 
easily tolerated doses, but does not reduce the 
microfilarial blood level immediately. Fuadin 
may used later destroy the larvae. 

“Surgical Removal Heartworms.” Film 
showed the technique invading the right 
ventricle, removing adult dirofilaria. This was 
filmed the Mayo Clinic and presented Dr. 
Carl Schlotthauer. 

“Nature Hepatic Injuries the Dog,” 
Dr. Markowitz, Physiologist, University To- 
ronto. Discovery that the liver harbors the 
spore stage Bacillus Welchi. Penicillin has 
proven control this infection making sur- 
gery and injuries the liver less hazardous. 

Dr. Myron Thom California gave 
excellent presentation the use “Thera- 
peutic Radiology.” Indications and dosages 
were recommended. 

Dr. Mack Emmerson, Department Radiol- 
ogy, Iowa State Veterinary College, gave 
very interesting presentation Ther- 
apy,” showing slides tumor cases before 
and after treatment. 

“Cosmetic Alteration the Auricle” Dr. 
Ray Curry, practitioner Washington, C., 
colored movies. Dr. Curry uses plastic 
rule mark the ears, serrated scissors, stain- 
less steel suture, and rolls the ears immediately 
over Dental rolls held standing position with 
adhesive.

Dr. George Green, practitioner Los 
Angeles, presented excellent paper 
“Hospital Management” referring chiefly 
the larger hospitals employing five more 
people. Employing working foreman su- 
pervise three more kennel men was recom- 
mended. “Management Research Experts” 
could profitably employed lessen the 
“burden” the busy veterinarian. 

Dr. Stuart Crawford and Dr. Good- 
man, practitioners, Long Island, New York, 
discussed “Hospital Management” with refer- 
ence repair, purchasing, credit, construction 
hospitals, Dr. Crawford presented 
chart showing various criticisms the young 
graduate working for established veteri- 
narian vice versa. 

Dr. Fond, Inspector for the 
A.A.H.A., offered the following comments, 
summarizing his visits many Small Animal 
Hospitals located throughout North America. 
Cages are too small—lack adequate size for 
large breeds dogs. Drains cages are not 
practical. Cleanliness hospitals can im- 
proved on, i.e., mop marks baseboards, etc., 
front door, waiting room, etc. Debris, weeds, 
etc., removed from outside premises. Avoid 
client’s dog’s pictures waiting room. Avoid 
too many signs outside and inside. Avoid 
naming hospital “Blue Cross,” has con- 
nection with Small Animal Hospital. Employ 
combination office girl and receptionist 
meet the clients—rather than sign “Ring bell 
and sit down.” Parking facilities for clients 
should improved. 

Attention Dr. Fond’s comments will 
improve the public respect for the Veterinary 
profession.

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California Offers Opportunities for Veterinarians 


California State Division Animal Industry 
offers excellent opportunities for careers 
veterinary medicine under civil service merit 
system graduates recognized veterinary 
colleges. The entrance salary $358 and in- 
creases are made steps $376, $395, $415, 
and $436. California residence requirement 
waived and the examination will given 
nationwide. Minimum qualifications for the 
examination are graduation with Doctor’s 
Degree veterinary medicine from insti- 
tution recognized standing. Registration 
such institution the academic year 
which the degree will granted will admit 
applicants the examination, but they must 
produce evidence possession the required 
degree before they can considered eligible 
for certification from the employment list.

The field work for which automobile 
provided the State includes conducting tests 
and making inspections and investigations

Certain Problems for the Practitioner California 


(Continued from last issue) 


Reproduction 


One the important problems facing the 
practitioner one that has been confronted 
with for many years, and are still groping 
the dark some extent. far cattle are 
concerned, the work Brucellosis has low- 
ered the incidence abortion but, the same 
time, has focused attention the reproduc- 
tive failures due causes other than Brucella. 
When acute Brucellosis was active many 
dairy herds, abortions due other than Bru- 
cella were not alarming percentage. The 
situation analogous that prevailing 
the tuberculosis eradication program. With the 
lowering the incidence bovine tubercu- 
losis, the percentage lesion reactors in- 
creased. 

find the experiment station tendency 
with the producer consider that because 
vaccinated his animals calves they will 
solidly immune Brucella. This know 
not the case and epidemic abortion 
should first eliminate this possibility. The 
agglutination test still has role diagnosis 
significant number animals. Certainly not 
all are going retain vaccination titer. Then 
there are the milk and fetus cultures which 
are valuable aids diagnosis. Since such 
effective methods are readily available they 
should utilized cases epidemic abor- 
tion. 

have explanation yet for those abor- 
tions which assume times epidemic propor- 
tions Brucella-free herds, and have had 
aborted fetuses from such herds. The most 
frequent organism isolated has been 
staphylococcus, ubiquitous organism which 
might have significance pathogen 
such cases. the other hand, has been 
isolated from excellent specimens where 
possibility secondary invasion was doubtful. 
has been isolated from the stomach contents 
and heart blood aborted dead fetuses and 
from the heart blood calves born alive full- 
term but unable survive more than hours. 
The possibility this organism pathogen 
the genital tract needs further investigation. 
You can assist these investigations 
submitting material for laboratory examina- 
tion accompanied good herd histories. Good 
herd breeding records are essential any in- 
vestigational program involving the causes 
reproductive failures. 

The role virus causing abortion 
cattle has not been thoroughly explored. Epi- 
demiologically would appear times that 
virus might involved. limited 
amount animal inoculation has not verified 


this. number years ago investigating 
tive herd where per cent the cows 
aborted during one year, made very com- 
plete bacteriological examinations these 
fetuses within few hours after they were 
dropped. The pregnant heifers were inoculated 
with material during this time but abor- 
tion resulted. The numbers there, course, 
were much too small which base any 
conclusion; but the work should repeated 
larger scale, which means that suitable 
animals for inoculation should available 
all times. have maintain such stock 
Davis.

know virus abortion. First reported from 
Kentucky, also known have occurred 
seven additional states, including Califor- 
nia. Traum and Maderious few years ago 
reported outbreak California. Since 
then has been diagnosed several occa- 
sions. fairly recent report from the Ken- 
tucky Experiment Station described the exam- 
ination 1,074 aborted fetuses over period 
years. aborted fetus was defined 
specimen born dead parturition, two 
weeks more premature. They stated that 
per cent these were infected, per cent 
them being from virus abortion, per cent 
from Streptococci and per cent from Salmon- 
ella abortivo equinus. The remainder were 
group miscellaneous organisms. The re- 
maining per cent were classed non- 
infected and this group cause could 
determined for fetal death per cent. 
Eleven per cent were due twinning, per 
cent with the umbilical cord twisted and per 
cent anonymous. 

The diagnosis virus abortion the mare 
made gross and microscopic examination 
the liver. Minute focal necrosis appears 
the liver surface. This times may diffi- 
cult observe with the naked eye and 
well use some slight magnification. use 
dissecting microscope, although hand read- 
ing lens would probably sufficient.

Post mortem 
examination the icteric foals revealed de- 
struction erythrocytes, counts being low 
2,000,000. Blood specimens from six mares 
and six stallions which produced icteric foals 
1947 were examined serologically. each 
case the serum the mare agglutinated the 
erythrocytes the stallion but the reverse 
did not prevail. Blood cells from 
months old foal which survived severe case 
jaundice were agglutinated the serum 
its dam but not the serum its sire. 
their conclusions they state that their find- 
ings would indicate mating mares which have 
produced icteric foals with stallions whose 
erythrocytes they agglutinate may result 
another icteric foal. This phase repro- 
duction that should investigated cattle. 

unusual case was uncovered recently 
state herd where significant number 
cows carried their calves far past the due date.

Johne’s Disease 


Johne’s Disease appears frequently enough 
alarming some herds. During the past 
few months have had two cows brought 
Davis for diagnosis. The symptoms and history 
were typical Johne’s Disease and the labora- 
tory findings supported that acid fasts 
were observed the intestinal mucosa. The 
condition has assumed epidemic proportions 
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only one herd which aware. The loss 
heavy since the animals become extremely 
emaciated and finally die from malnutrition. 
The disease characterized intermittent 
diarrhea and fairly rapid emaciation. Allergic 
tests with Johnin avian tuberculin have not 
yet been developed the stage where they 
may used for diagnosis. There known 
treatment for the condition, especially the 
late stages when usually get the case. 
There too much pathology the intestinal 
mucosa expect recovery. herds where the 
disease has been positively diagnosed 
well salvage animal beef the first 
symptoms the disease before too much con- 
dition lost. 


Sheep Diseases 


Sheep practice California not extensive, 
although the state ranks about third sheep 
population. Nevertheless, some areas the 
wool growers make use veterinary service. 
The use the practicing veterinarian for 
sheep this state likely increase. 
natural that state where sheep raising 
large industry diseases affecting this 
species will well-covered the School 
Veterinary Medicine. Sheep practice, course, 
involves principally preventive medicine 
rather than the treatment individual. The 
exception is, course, the pure-bred flocks 
interested selling valuable rams. Sheep are 
not subject epidemics like tuberculosis and 
brucellosis, although anthrax may take 
heavy toll. 

Probably one the important sources 
loss over-eating enterotoxemia. This 
condition has been discussed already this 
conference pertains feed lot conditions 
the Middle West. The California station has 
had some experience with this condition and 
while are the opinion that the primary 
etiology over-eating rather than toxin 
produced the intestines, far from our 
desires discourage the use antitoxin 
which apparently has been performing good 
service some areas.

the North Coast counties, lambing usually be- 
gins early February. Losses take place 
usually when the lambs are about eight weeks 
age.

tures where feeder lambs are finished off. This 
usually occurs the late summer when there 
less dry material the pasture forage. The 
addition hay grain frequently sufficient

GRUBS 


Spray Formula and Application Method Recommended Reduce 
Losses From Pests

Cattle grubs cause annual national loss 
$50,000,000 $100,000,000 the livestock 
and dairy industry, according estimates 
the United States Department Agriculture. 

the reduced meat and milk production 
caused cattle grubs could definitely de- 
termined, the annual loss might even higher 
than the larger estimated figure. 

California, with beef cattle population 
1,350,000 head and dairy population 903,- 
000, suffers her full share the national loss. 

encouraging note that 326,267 head 
were treated during the past season the 
state, considerable increase indicated 
the following table.

Unfortunately, only part the damage 


caused grubs easily seen the indi- 
vidual cattleman. Normally these parasites 
not cause death the animal, although they 
make their presence known several other 
ways. Any dairyman can testify the lowered 
production his milking cows during the grub 
season. 

During the period when the adult, bee-like 
flies approach cattle attach eggs the hairs 
the legs and abdomen, they cause intense 
restlessness with consequent loss rate 
weight gain. 

After the grubs have penetrated the skin 
the animal and spent about nine months mi- 
grating within the body they advertise their 
presence lodging under the skin the back 
where they form boil-like lumps, surrounded 
masses inedible flesh which must 
trimmed. This represents annual waste 
over 12,000,000 pounds beef. 

hundred more these cysts may 
found single animal. The grubs re- 
main the cysts for more days, when 
they emerge through the skin and drop the 
ground where they undergo period trans- 
formation lasting one two months before 
they emerge adult flies.

hide with many grub holes considered 
worthless for tanning and commonly sold for 
by-products. few five holes will cause 
hide degraded since the grubs emerge 
through the thickest and most valuable part 
the hide. should remembered that the 
hide represents per cent the live weight 
and per cent the value the average 
steer. Price docks due grubs average from 
$50 $150 per carload market cattle. 


New Northern Type Grub 


Until recently only one type cattle grub— 
the common cattle grub—was known Cali- 
fornia. Now another species—the northern 
cattle grub—is known 
throughout the state. survey the seasonal 
and geographical occurrence these two types 
grubs has been conducted California for 
the past months. 

The results this survey show that when 
the state considered whole the common 
cattle grubs are found most abundantly the 
back cattle January and February, while 
the northern cattle grub reaches peak from 
February April. During the current survey, 
grubs were taken from the backs animals 
early October and late June. 

well known that warmer climates 
grubs appear the backs cattle earlier than 
cold climates. One might assume, therefore, 
that grubs would appear earlier Imperial 
County than Ventura County and still 
earlier than Shasta County. However, ob- 
servations made date not bear this out 
too well. The reason seems lie not only 
the fact that the state has numerous distinct 
climatic zones, but also the fact that beef 
stock are brought feeders from wide 
area, coming each year already infected 
with grubs. Consequently, any normal season 
grub emergence may obscured these 
repeated introductions. 


Control 


The appearance the northern grub the 
California scene has raised additional prob- 
lem control, for those herds where both 
types grub are abundant treatment may 
necessary over longer period time cover 
the extended period when the grubs are 
emerging the backs. 

The control method recommended Cali- 
fornia consists the following spray formula: 
pounds per cent rotenone-bearing dust, 
pounds wettable sulfur, pint wetting 
agent, 100 gallons water. The spray should 
applied 350 400 pounds pressure, using 
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spray nozzle producing flat, fan-shaped 
spray. The nozzle the gun should held 
from inches from the animal’s back, 
applying about two quarts spray per animal. 

This treatment should applied within 
days after the first warbles, boil-like swell- 
ings, appear the backs, and should 
repeated every days long new warbles 
continue appear considerable numbers. 
some herds this may mean the first spray 
should applied December and the last 
March April, total four five treat- 
ments. 

Dipping vats and scrubbing may resorted 
the absence spray rig, but these 
methods are regarded only substitutes. 
Records numerous feeding trials show that 
rotenone treated cattle made average daily 
gain pound more per head per day than 
untreated grubby stock. 

alternative spray formula consisting 
the following mixture has been rather widely 
used recent years: pounds per cent 
rotenone-bearing dust 100 gallons water. 
our experience the results using this 
formula have been good except killing the 
younger stages the grub the back, where 
the rotenone-sulfur formula seems superior. 

Recent work conducted the University 
California has demonstrated that the northern 
grub more resistant treatment than the 
common grub; however, control either 
species often incomplete. 

The main value the present program 
area-wide treatment lies the fact that 
single season community-wide spray treat- 
ment grubby area will reduce the number 
grubs much that relatively little trouble 
will experienced the following year. 

There the immediate advantage ridding 
the animals those grubs currently sapping 


the vitality and reducing the market value 
the stock.

Legislative

prove hazardous to the profession. It acts equally fast 
to promote legislation. 

This office with the aid of the Legislative Com- 
mittee screened some 15 bills, the result being that 
Assembbly Bill No. 1979, Assembly Bill 114, Senate 
Bill 270 and Senate Bill 434 were the only ones that 
they felt concerned the Association members. Bill 
1979 called for waiver veterinary license the 
employing of field men by the California Department 


of Agriculture. This bill was compromised to read: 


That veterinarians employed by the California De- 
partment of Agriculture in other veterinary activities 
shall not be required to have a license prior to 
January, 1951, so long as they do not practice any 
other branch of veterinary medicine. 

Bill No. 270 pertained the annual renewal 
license fee at $15.00. This bill was also compromised 
to read: For annual renewal of license a sum to be 
fixed by the Board of Examiners annually, at not 
more than $12.50 or less than $7.50. Bill No. 114 re- 
lating to inspection of meat in San Francisco was 
killed in committee. Bill No. 434 relating to the regu- 
lation of human use of animals for research purposes. 
The only section that might have affected the veteri- 
narian, 1669, was amended to include the licensed 
veterinarian.

the previous article spoke the first 
meeting the Board Examiners. 

The local newspapers gave the event con- 
siderable publicity. After all, those days 
here the West, suppose the fact that 
horse doctor had take examination 
order practice, was news worthy com- 


ment. One headline read, “Stable Healers 
Meet,” another, Quacks” and “Anx- 
ious Horse Doctors Without Diplomas Under- 
going Examinations.” They tell that there 
were many anxious “veterinaries” town— 
that the Baldwin Hotel was full them pac- 
ing and down the corridors the third 
floor, wondering they were going 
deprived the privilege following their 
profession. are told further that there 
were “wranglings and hard feelings beyond 
measure.” 

The type some the men who were 
applying for license gleaned from article 
concerning the last examination for non- 
graduates December 1893. One them 
(name not given) ranted and raved and 
down the halls and lobby the hotel where 
the examination was given, volubly expressing 
his appraisal the Board members. ap- 
pears the Board did not agree with some 
his methods treatment. For instance his 
treatment cow paralyzed milk fever 
was unacceptable the unreasonable Board. 
His method was splitting the tail and apply- 
ing hot iron, this failed suggested 
that strong ammonia poured down its 
nose, the same time applying judicious 
amount heat. Where what form 
was applied, are not told. 

Testimonials and recommendations satis- 
fied clients were the order the day. 
press notice meeting the Board held 
Los Angeles, they tell that one two 
these testimonials were six feet long, including 
appended signatures. 

Nor was the casus belli confined the non- 
graduate ranks. Petty jealousies, suspicion, 


distrust and misunderstandings seethed among. 


those who were supposed elevate the stand- 
ard the profession. reported that “the 
regular college graduates, many 
quacks would granted licenses practice 
when they were not entitled them, selected 
three their members act committee 
look after the examinations each appli- 
cant.” stated that the committee agreed 
the examinations given were satisfactory but 
whether the Board would too lenient 
its decisions remained seen. 

The committee consisted Drs. Nief, 
Fitzgerald and Creely. Whether this 
committee was appointed the Association 


group not known, but can easily 
understood that the action did not make 
for harmony. 

local paper reporting the news included 
the names the above committee with those 
the Board, implying they were members 
thereof. The following day press item 
members the Board made some scathing 
and uncomplimentary remarks concerning one 
member the committee. 

During 1893 several examinations were held 
alternately San Francisco and Los Angeles. 
Thus June the Board met Los Angeles, 
July San Francisco and August Los 
Angeles, etc. After this examinations were 
held twice yearly. The first year some men 
were licensed practice—of whom were 
non-graduate practitioners. few these 
later went college and became 
properly qualified veterinarians. 
previously the licensing other than gradu- 
ates ceased the end that year and did 
not occur again until 1903. 

first the harvest was good and the fees 
collected from the applicants well afforded 
the per diem $5.00 and all necessary ex- 
penses the Board members, but will 
remembered that all unused funds collected 
the Board were turned the State 
Treasurer the end each fiscal year. 

Thus the Board started each year with 
clean fiscal slate. After the first year, all the 
candidates the state had either been given 
license had been rejected. The Board now 
had wait until new arrival the State 
presented himself for examination and for 
several years come this crop averaged only 
handful. The result was that the receipts 
from candidates only provided small part 
the fund necessary for the expenses the 
Board which was mandated meet twice 
yearly. can readily seen that the services 
this group soon became labor love. 

June, 1893, immediately after the passage 
the Practise Act, the State Association 
amended its Constitution. will remem- 
bered heretofore non-graduates wishing 
admitted were required pass examina- 
tion given the Examining Committee the 
Association. was now permitted accept 
non-graduates without professional exam- 
ination the applicant possessed 
issued the State Board Veterinary Exam- 
iners. 

For the next ten years there 
little recorded evidence draw from but the 
meager material hand does give some 
information. From records learn that 
1893 about men were gradu- 
ates and non-graduates. 1894 least 
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two were licensed, 1895 there were nine, 
definitely two 1896, two 1897, one 1898, 
six 1899, eight 1900, seven 1901 and 
1902 there were three more—making total 
this time 110. 

March 23, 1903, Governor George 
Pardee signed Assembly Bill 139. This was 
amendment the old Act which reads fol- 
lows: 

“An Act to amend an Act entitled ‘An Act to regu- 


late the practise veterinary medicine and surgery 
the State California’ approved March 23, 1903. 

“The people of the State of California, represented 
in Senate and Assembly, do enact as follows: 

“Section one and four the Act entitled ‘An Act 
to regulate the practice of veterinary medicine and 
surgery in the State of California’ approved March 23, 
1893, are hereby amended to read as follows: 

“Section 1. It shall be unlawful for any person or 
practise veterinary medicine and surgery 
the State California without having previously 
obtained a diploma from a college duly authorized to 
grant such to students in veterinary medicine and 
surgery, those who have passed satisfactory 
examination before the state veterinary medical board, 
as hereinafter provided for, provided that nothing in 
this Act shall prevent the medical surgical treat- 
ment stock the owners the employees 
owners, or by the neighbors who do not assume to be 
practitioners of veterinary medicine and surgery. 


“Section All examinations persons not gradu- 
ated shall be made directly by the state veterinary 
medical board, and the certificate given by said board 
shall authorize the possessor to practise veterinary 
medicine and surgery in the State of California. All 
examinations of ungraduated practitioners must take 
effect before the eighteenth day of September, 1903; 
after that date no certificate shall be granted except 
to persons presenting diplomas from legally char- 
tered colleges.” 

this time effort was made close the 
door for good illegal practitioners, but again 
compromise had struck with those men 
who had been without molestation treating 
animals the smaller towns and communities. 
Examinations were once more opened for 
limited period time permit the better 
informed this group non-graduates 
obtain licenses. This resulted twenty more 
non-college men being licensed but also 
forever spelled the doom those who could 
not qualify Sept. 18, 1903. 

evident from the amendment that the 
livestock interests were becoming apprehen- 
sive the restrictions imposed and feared that 
they might restrained from treating their 
own animals. any rate the clause “provided 
that nothing this Act shall prevent the med- 
ical surgical treatment stock owners, 
the employees owners, neighbors,” 
found its way into the Act. This clause has 
been the stumbling block the enforcement 
the law ever since and still remains. 

interesting note during the remain- 
der the year licenses were granted 
graduate veterinarians. One cannot but won- 
der why there were many. Certainly that 
many did not enter the State during that year. 
One must conclude that previous 1903 the 
law was not rigorously enforced, that there 
must have been general apathy among the 
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members the profession and that qualifying 
for license the State was considered en- 
tirely Nevertheless appears 
that 1903 there was grand rodeo and all 
the mavericks were rounded and branded. 

Laws notwithstanding, quacks flourished. 
publication printed the Association 1904 
entitled, “The Western Veterinarian,” lists the 
names and locations 114 men who had been 
“reported” illegal practitioners veterinary 
medicine the State. interesting note 
that few, very few, those listed later 
went college and became qualified. 


Despite the large number illegal prac- 
titioners listed, known fact that from 
the very passage the first Act, not infre- 
quently such men were prosecuted and pre- 
vented from practising. Certainly the fees col- 
lected the Board did not provide funds for 
such purposes. The necessary money was pro- 
cured voluntary subscriptions from veter- 
inarians and was usually collected meetings 
the State Association. 

The generosity the members note- 
worthy. Subscriptions were amounts rang- 
ing from ten fifty dollars for each appeal. 
Several the wheelhorses usually donated 
fifty dollars and usually the case, carried 
the burden. the top the lists, the names 
Spencer, Archibald, Egan, Fox, Creely and 
later Browning, Longley, Hogarty and many 
others were always evidence. These names 
suggest the Northern part the State only 
because the State Association, such, func- 
tioned the North, but these efforts were well 
matched the Southern Auxiliary whose 
membership rolls list such names Morrison, 
Whittlesey, Rowland, Tyler, Phelps and others. 

This practise continued until comparatively 
recent times. was not until annual li- 
cense renewal fee was imposed that individual 
members the profession were relieved 
such responsibilities. When paying annual 
license renewal fees and association dues, in- 
stead complaining, well remember 
some the sacrifices our predecessors en- 
dured, that might enjoy the fruits their 
pioneering. 

One the problems the Board Examiners 
frequently encountered during this period and 
until about 1911, was concerned with corre- 
spondence school diplomas. Not few pos- 
sessors such diplomas requested the Board 
recognize them and grant licenses prac- 
tise.

BOVINE INFECTIOUS KERATITIS 


EARL BALDWIN, JR., B.S., D.V.M., M.S.* 


Bovine infectious keratitis disease affect- 
ing cattle all ages and breeds, characterized 
acute inflammation the eyeball and 
its surrounding tissues. sometimes re- 
ferred 

Although having low mortality, infectious 
keratitis has long been recognized specific 
infectious disease considerable economic 
importance. Dairy cows affected with the dis- 
ease may drop per cent more milk 
production and become unthrifty. Beef cattle, 
particularly young stock which the owner 
depending for rapid gain weight. West- 
ern range cattle are subjected many hazards 
when their sight impaired. For example, 
drowning, falling from high places, and in- 
ability obtain proper food are not unusual 
western ranges. 

Specific ocular infections which resemble 
infectious keratitis clinically have been re- 
ported from Canada, The British Isles, Ger- 
many, France, South America and South 
Africa. 

spite the obvious importance this 
disease, very little known its cause and 
the means which transmitted from ani- 
mal animal. For these reasons, the meas- 
ures employed its treatment and control 
seem inadequate. 


Symptomatology and Pathology 


The symptoms and lesions can best de- 
scribed under two headings: acute ophthalmitis 
and ulcerative keratitis. 


Acute Ophthalmitis 


Infection may occur one both eyes, 
separately simultaneously. The severity 
varies considerably. 

The first symptoms usually observed are 
acute conjunctivitis, blepharitis and lacrima- 
tion copious that the area below the eye 
kept constantly wet. Flies are attracted 
great numbers this discharge. The iris par- 
tially completely occludes the pupil and 
may appear distended forward. The dis- 
tension probably due increased pressure 
the posterior chamber and vitreous body. 
The iris may obscrued the opaque cor- 
nea. 

Varying degrees corneal opacity appear 
the second the fourth day. During this 
time, the appearance the cornea may vary 
from slight cloudiness complete opacity. 
the latter case, the circumcorneal vessels 
will often start encroach into the corneal 
tissues and impart bright red periphery 
the opaque cornea. Due the increased intra- 
ocular pressure, the cornea will sometimes ap- 
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pear markedly distended, particularly when 
the symptoms are pronounced. 

Close observation the third fourth day 
will usually reveal very small, centrally lo- 
cated corneal ulcer. small pimple-like pro- 
tuberance sometimes precedes the ulceration. 
The depth ulcers varies with the severity 
the infection. only the two outer cellular 
layers (epithelium and Bowman’s membrane) 
are ulcerated, the cornea heals completely 
one two weeks. the ulceration penetrates 
the substantia propria any extent, the dis- 
ease may progress the chronic type. the 
disease progresses, the discharge tends be- 
come more mucoid. 

Due pain and photophobia, affected cattle 
stand the shade with their eyes partially 
completely closed and their heads lowered. 
Vision impaired degrees varying with the 
corneal opacity. 


Chronic Ulcerative Keratitis 


common sequel acute ophthalmitis, es- 
pecially when animals are 
treated, chronic disease complicated 
secondary pyogenic bacteria. The cornea be- 
comes extensively and deeply ulcerated and 
thickened increase interstitial tissue 
the substantia propria. becomes dull grey 
and yellow, purulent, fibrinous deposit 
often evident the ulcerated area. The cir- 
cumcorneal vessels are visible the cornea. 
The discharges become thicker and more puru- 
lent. Frequently, Descemet’s membrane and 
its endothelium prolapse through the ulcer- 
ated substantia propria. these membranes 
rupture, the infection readily enters the an- 
terior chamber and produces hypopyon. 

Wind, dust, bright sunlight, flies, and poor 
nutrition are generally thought aggravate 
the infection. Recovery depends great ex- 
tent upon the amount tissue destroyed and 
the care the animal receives. 

Infectious keratitis seasonal disease 
occurring enzootically during the summer and 
early autmun, but sporadic cases may occur 
throughout the year. occurs practically 
every part the United States. 

The morbidity affected herd varies, 
considerably, with environmental conditions. 
Usually, from per cent all animals 
herd become infected matter what 
treatment control measures are employed. 

The most common source original out- 
breaks the introduction infected cattle. 
Once established premise, the disease may 
occur every year and spread other farms. 

The incidence higher animals under two 
years age than older animals, particu- 
larly where the disease occurs every year. 

Other conditions clinically similar infec- 
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tious keratitis are: allergic conjunctivitis and 


keratitis, nutritional keratitis, and non-specific 
bacterial infection. 


Control and Treatment 


The control infectious keratitis herd 
complicated the presence “carriers.” 
probable that such animals serve 
constant reservoir infection and unfortu- 
nately there practical method detect- 
ing such cattle. The infective agent carried 
both the eye and nasal secretions and thus 
feed and water are likely become contami- 
nated. Early isolation infected cattle and 
other routine control measures will much 
stop the spread. 

Treatment affected cattle made difficult 
for two reasons: first, known pharmaceutical 
biological product specific combatting 
the infection, and second, the outer surface 
the eye constantly bathed lacrimal fluid 
which tends wash away any therapeutic 
agent applied the surface. 

During the primary acute stage infectious 
keratitis animals should sheltered 
darkened barn away from such irritating fac- 
tors dust, wind, flies and bright sunlight. 
The use mild soothing antiseptic eye oint- 
ments solutions indicated during the acute 
stages the disease. Animals treated will 
seldom develop the chronic form which 
more difficult treat. 

The chronic case infectious keratitis 
complicated many types secondary in- 
vaders which may succumb sulfonamide 
therapy. The greatest problem initiate 
healing process the damaged cornea. The 
use escharotic such per cent silver 
nitrate applied eye wash twice daily for 
three four days frequently successful. 
Foreign protein therapy also possibly 
value. 

Etiological Studies 


investigation was undertaken during 
1943 and 1944 attempt determine the 
cause infectious Specimens for 
bacteriological study were obtained from 
feeder and dairy cattle Ohio, Nebraska, 
California and Montana. bacterium identi- 
fied Hemophilus bovis was found per 
cent 150 swabs obtained from infected eyes. 
bacteriological examination both eyes 
normal cattle failed reveal the presence 
this organism. Cultures bovis when 
inoculated into the conjunctival sac, induced 
infection indistinguishable from infectious 
mental cattle. bovis persisted the eyes 
the majority experimentally infected 
cattle for two more months following inocu- 
lation, even though the animals had apparently 
completely recovered from the infection. 

Attempts were made reinfect four cattle 
which had recovered from experimentally in- 


titis. Amer. Jour. Vet., Res. 6 (1945); 180-187.

Discussion 


The similarity the bacteriological find- 
ings cattle from several states indicates that 
infectious keratitis widespread specific dis- 
ease probably caused bovis. Additional 
proof that this organism the etiological agent 
its ability induce identical infection 
susceptible experimental cattle. Confirmation 
the data presented herein found the

The persistence bovis the eyes after 
recovery, shown experimentally infected 
cattle, likely the means which infectious 
keratitis carried over from one season 
the next. 

Since resistance develops reinfection, 
might logically assumed that biological 
agent might developed impart active 
immunity the infection. the attempts 
made date, with vaccines prepared the 
usual manner, all have failed.

are still need practical trap that can 
taken deep into the woods capture the ani- 
mals with less mutilation, pain and suffering 
than accompanies the use the ordinary steel 
trap. 

The pollution streams, lakes and water- 
ways presents cruelty problems. For example, 
the pumping oily bilge into the water from 
coastwise steamers causes slow death and 
much suffering thousands water birds, in- 
cluding migratory ones.

There seems constant stream 
poison cases, not alone Chicago, but 
most parts the country. These cases are very 
difficult bring successful prosecution, 
because the dog poisoner usually such 
dirty coward that conducts his work like 
sneak thief even worse. 


Zoological Gardens 
has been good fortune have rather 
extensive and close associations with zoos for 
quite number years. The men directing 
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most zoos are doing pretty good job, but 
my! how they need help the task proper 
food, housing and medical attention for their 
charges. The veterinary profession has not 
done very much help these people. 


May emphasize right here that one the 
really big fields absolutely demanding the 
attention and activity anti-cruelty society 
where other group business activity 
filling the bill. Quite lot things being 
done humane societies should rightfully 
done some other segment civilization. 
humane work would glad give 
such activities they would properly cared 
for through the ordinary business profes- 
sional channels. 


That brings statement principle, 
whether conservation wild life, dog 
laws, transportation laws, what. The stand 
the road and keep our feet the ground. 
other words, base our program and activities 
upon sound facts and not fancies. This permits 
inject few comments very contro- 
versial subject—that vivisection. 

Among the many organizations the broad 
term humane societies, find number 
which are specifically identified anti-vivi- 
section societies. might say that the Anti- 
Cruelty Society primarily animal shelter. 
Its interests reach out into each and every 
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phase animal life wherein there would 
suffering abuse any sort; but our specific 
function that animal shelter. The anti- 
vivisection societies are specifically organized 
work the problem the use animals 
scientific research. Some these organiza- 
tions are based upon the premise that 
morally wrong for man cause suffering 
animal gain knowledge. These are com- 
monly referred abolitionists, groups 
which work for the complete elimination 
the use animals scientific research. 


There another segment the anti-vivi- 
section field which made individuals 
whose primary feeling that the use ani- 
mals experimentation should definitely 
and specifically regulated. 


have been many, many laboratories 
various parts the country. education and 
work has given fair background judge 
conditions which might see such places. 
Frankly, some the finest dog kennels cages 
have ever seen have been experimental 
laboratories. must also tell you that some 
the dirtiest and most overcrowded kennels 
have ever seen—with sick dogs mixed with 
well dogs—have also been research labora- 
tories. Thus, think only fair for 
say you that feeling that there room 
for improvement both sides the fence.

Getting back 
the North Coast counties, practice

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Vaccination Protection Against 
Equine Sleeping Sickness

Equine encephalomyelitis one several 
outstanding animal diseases for which vac- 
cination usually affords protection. This dis- 
ease with the long name more commonly 
known horse sleeping sickness. par- 
ticularly important when realized that 
can transmitted humans. 

Both horses and mules are affected the 
disease. Affected animals may walk stagger 
circles, lean against building fence, 
droop their lower lip, brace themselves awk- 
ward positions, and may become paralyzed. 
constant symptom and 
drowsiness which often the only symptom 
noted affected animals. 

Some affected animals recover from sleep- 
ing sickness. severe cases the animal does 
not regain normal health due injuries 
the disease the nervous system which has 
been damaged beyond repair during the course 
the disease. 

Equine encephalomyelitis caused what 
known filtrable virus. Medical records 
show number cases the disease among 
humans. Laboratory technicians who have 
worked with the virus have contracted it, ac- 
cording the records. The California State 
Department Public Health attempts cor- 
relate instances equine encephalomyelitis 
with cases encephalitis humans. 

The disease was first discovered California 
about years ago. There are two types 
virus, Western and Eastern. The Eastern virus 
mostly along the Atlantic seaboard, and the 
Western type exists the Mississippi Valley, 
Rocky Mountain and Pacific Coast States. The 
disease has occurred California every year 
since 1930 but the incidence has varied. Some 
years have been much worse than others. The 
year 1948 was not nearly bad 1947. 

The disease most frequently occurs during 
the hot summer and fall months. Blood-suck- 
ing insects, such mosquitoes, flies and ticks 
are believed have much with the 
transmission the disease. Mosquitoes are 
said transmit the disease five days after 
biting infected animal. 

prevent horses and mules from contract- 
ing the disease, they should vaccinated 
against the spring. Immunity provided 
vaccination remains for only one year 
that each year the work must repeated. 
Vaccination should not put off until sick 
animals are observed. Rarely does the disease 
occur among properly vaccinated animals.
